and Foot ; and arriving before the Place at Day- 
break , fent in a Trumpet to the Marquis of 
Villa Garcia, to fummons him to furrender ; and 
the Governour figmified he would return an Anfwer 
after he had conferr’d with the Magiftrates : In the 
mean Time, our Men took Poft in the Convent of 
the Auguftins without the City, and made the ne- 
cefliry Preparations for an Attack. The Viceroy’s 
firft Avfwer, was « Refufal to furrender ; but feeing 
the Refolution of our Men, he though: beft to ca- 
pitulate. 

While the Affair was fpinning out at this Rate; 
Don Alexander Nebor follow’d by fore of his Men 
entred the City on Horfe. back, holding in one Hand 
a Picture of his Majefty, and in the och r his naked 
Sword, crying aloud Jong live King Charles III; at 
the fame Time 500 Men entred on the other Gde at 
the Gate towards the Sea, and thar call’d the Royal-

From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated April 2. 
~ Venice, March 20. An Exprefs from Barcelona,that 
landed at Genoa, is gone through this Place for the 
Court of Vienna. They write from Genoa, that 3 
Englith Ships of War, that fail’d from thence and 
Leghorne, with a very conliderable Sum of Money 
for the Ufe of the Confederate Forces in Catalonia, 
bave Janded it fafe on the Coaft of that Principality. 


Hague, March 23, advis’d from Duffeldorp, 
that the Emperor's Minifter at that Court, had in 
his Imperial Majefty’s Name fign’d 4 Promile to the 
Elector Palatine to fatisfy all the Advantages his 
Electoral Highnefs demanded of the Imperiai Court 
for the 7000 Men of his Troops which he is to fend 
to Italy in the Pay of England and Holland ; and 
tha’ thereupon his Electoral Highnefs imimediatcly 
difpatch’d Order to 4000 of his Men that are in the 
Upper Rhine, to fet forward for Italy, and the orher 
3000 will march from the lower Rhine about khe 
End of this Month, when the 3000 Saxe-Gorhns 
will likewife fer forward from Bon. We entertain 
“Hopes here, that the Venetians have fome Intentions 
in Favour of the common Caufe; it being certain 
that they defign to havea Body of Troops of 20000 
Men this Campaign in the Terra Firma. Letrers 
from France fay the Duke of Vendome is made 
Grand Marfhal of France; which gives him a fupe- 
tiority over the other Marfhols. Thefe Leccers do all 
{peak very big of the Preparations of the French for 
the enfuing Camnsign, the iroops tre, will bring 
into the Ficld, and che Enrerprizcs they will make ; 
bur the moft intelligent Men here, look upon thefe 
Exaggerations to be contriv’d to pu: fom of the

Bologna: Before he went thither, he"took an Oath 
tothe Ambaffidor of France ac Venice, not to ferve 
any other Prince but Vouis the 14th. The Prince 
@’ Elboeuf, who went lately from the French Court 
to Iraly, on Pretence of making a Vific to his Sifter 
the Darchefs of Mantua, is gone by the Way of 
Venice to Vienna, to offer his Service to the Em- 
peror: "Tis faid his Difcontent arofe from the King 
of France’s Refufal to give him the Regiment thar 
his Brother the lace Duke d* Elbocuf had. Signior 
Mocenigo, has receiv’d Letters from Venice, which 
inform him that the Senate upon his Refnfal ro ac- 
eepr the Embaffy of France, to which they had no- 
Minated him, have condemn’d him to pay the ufual 
Fine in fach Cafes, and to 2 Years Banifhment. 
This will not binder him from fetting out from 
hence afer Eafter for Venice ; but when he is there 
he moft not offer to appear among the Nobles ar the 
Broglio, nor in the Senate.
